13. £3 Other: Amendments to claims limiting the composition of the metal alloy (for making the apparatus). Ni and Co & Cu to specific 
ranges overcomes the previously presented rejection. However, the amount, that is, the % composition as instantly claimed raises 35 
USC 112 (first and second paragraph) issues. Thus . when Ni and Co compositions are more than 40%. Cu content can not exceed 
60% assuming no other additive in the metal alloy composition. Likewise, enabling disclosure in the disclosure is limited to apparatus 
made of. at the maximum 34% Cu. The upper limit 75% for Cu is untenable. Appropriate correction is needed. Further. Applicant is 
also encouraged to correct Tables in the specification to indicate % Nickel plus Cobalt; for example in Table I (63% minimum instead of 
63 min) . 
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
